How to Avoid a Postal Deflciency. 


The postal servle-- of the country Is 


now conducted at a loss of about Hl,- 
000.000 v. year- T-,ou>.'s Bill proposes to 
cut off enough post.d facilities to meet 
thjs 
deficiency. Ex-Postmaster Gen- 


eral Vilas, who was :n President Cleve- 
land's first Cabinet has another plan 
to m>^et this deficiency. He would not 
do it by curtailing any oT the present 
la.< dities. While st -vlng in the Cabi- 
net h'j made a study of the existing 
conditions 
for thf- purpose of ascer- 


taining why an exoresu business like 
that of carrying the mails, of which 
the Government ha 1 a monopoly, was 
conducted at a loss, when if; the same 
monopoly 
was 
i i private bands, it 


would be conducted at a profit. 


"As a. general result of the.se Inquiries 


I came to the concljsion that the mail 
H&rviee owes its pecuniary misfortune 
to the want of proper legislation. To-

The liatesi University Gift. 


Mrs. Jane L. Stanford conveyed to 


the Trustees of the University at Palo 
Alto yesterday, the former family resi- 
dence 
and grounds at the corner of 


California and Powell streets. She is 
to hoM possession as long as she lives. 
The value of the property would prob- 
ably be variously estimated at from 
half a million to a million dollars. The 
mansion was built by Senator Stanford 
more tnan twenty years ago, and was 
then considered one of the most spa- 
clous and costly private residences in 
San Francisco. 


At a later dato the Mark Hopkins . 


mansion was erected on a. block just 
beyond the Stanford mansion. It is a 
singular coincidence that both of these 
residences which crowned "Nob Hill" 
have now been dedicated to education- 
al purposes—each going to a great uni- 
versity. Premising that the art col- 
lection 
still remains in the Stanford 


residence, that f.lso would go to the 
University at Palo Alto, and the man- 
sion might be occupied at some future 
day for an art school in connection 
with that institution as the Hopkins 
building is now occupied by an art 
school in connection with the Univer- 
sity at Berkeley. 


The fact that the property Is finally 


to be set aside as an affiliated college 
of the Stanford University, strength- 
ens the probability that something like 
an industrial art department will final- 
ly be established there. Senator Stan- 
ford in his life time, must have ex- 
pende_d not less than a hundred thou- 
sand dollars for works of art. He was 
a liberal patron of local artists, and 
bought for his collection many foreign 
pictures at large prices. He was not 
a man of critical art tastes, but de- 
pended largely upon the judgment of 
others. It was a mixed collection, with 
some 
indifferent pictures and many 


good ones. 


A Feature ol'ItailroueU Economy. 
Vice President Watt, of the San Joa- 


quin Valley Rail Road, intimated in a 
recent interview that the principal in- 
terest of that Company would be In tl^e 
transportation of freight. For that rea- 
son Richmond point had been bonded 
and was regarded with great favor as 
a suitable place of transfer from car to 
ship. It is true that the Company has 
counted most on its freight resources. 
But no well manageel rail road com- 
pany ever igTio-rea the advantages of 
passenger transportation. 


That is a kind of freight that is self 


loading and unloading. The passenger 
pays about four times as much for him- 
self regardeel as freight, as is charged 
for other freight. He pays in advance, 
and the moment he steps from the cars 
on reaching his destination the transac- 
tion Is completed. There are no b. 11s 
to collect and no damage unless there 
has been a collision. 


A mil road two hundred and fifty 


miles long through a rich and populous 
country that should como within ten 
or twelve miles of a city of 60,000 in- 
habitants, and two other cities having 
more than 10,000 each, and stop at a 
point where there was no population, 
and only a bold point of land, woulel be 
one of the curiosities of the times. We 
fancy that there would be some rail 
road coquetting with that city and an 
intimation, that the two hundred thou- 
sand dollars once sxibscribod,would still 
be a most acceptable contribution, as a 
consideration for a much nearer ap- 
proach. 


Cut in Federal Appropriations. 


The 
cut In Federal appropriations 


foreshadowed some time ago, is« now 
apparent in the bill which has just been, 
reported. The 
forty public buildings, 


most of them for post offices, all go 
overboard. San Francisco gets $100,000 
on post office account, which will no 
more than meet the cost of the foun- 
dation for that building. Oakland gets 
nothing for a. post office, although no 
special opposition was made to the bill. 
It simply shared the same fate of the 
others. 


But Oakland Harbor gets $400,000 for 


improvements 
under the continuous 


contract system. At any rate these ore 
the figures reported in the Appropria- 
tion pill. This amount will be expend- 
ed In completing the training walls and 
in deepening the channel of the harbor 
to twenty feet or more from the end of 
the training walls to near the head of 
the Estuary. The greater part of "this 
work 
will probably be accomplished 


during the present year. The continu- 
ous contract system saves this harbor 
appropriation for Oakland.

How to Avoid & Poital Deficiency. 


The poatal service of th» country la 


now conducted at s loss of about Hl,- 
000,000 a year. Loud's Bill proposes to 
cut off enough postal facilities to meet 
this 
deficiency. Ex-Postmaster Gen- 


eral Vilas, who was in President Cleve- 
land's first Cabinet, has another plan, 
to meet this deficiency. He would not 
do it by. curtailing any oj the present 
facilities. "While serving In the Cabi- 
net he made a study of the existing 
conditions 
for the purpose of ascer- 


taining why an express business like 
that of carrying the mails, of which, 
the Government had a monopoly, was 
conducted at a. loss, when i£ the name 
monopoly 
was 
in private hands, it 


would be conducted at a profit. 


"As a general result of these inquiries 


I came to the conclusion that the mail 
service owes its pecuniary misfortune 
to the want of proper legislation. To- 
day that service is being conducted at 
a loss of about $10,000,000 or *11,000,000 a 
year. I 
have 
no doubt that a good 


business 
man would undertake, and 


give sufficient bonds to justify his un- 
dertaking, to conduct that mall service 
for the next five years for the United 
States without charging a dollar of an- 
nual deficiency. 'But it would be upon 
cbnaition that he should be able to 
make the laws or to govern the service 
without being forced Into the predica- 
ment in which the Post Master General 
is 
continually placed. He would be 


able to render that service at a profit 
to himself, and he would do It by in- 
creasing and Improving the mail serv- 
ice year by year." 


The plan of Ex-Postmaster General 


Vilas 
is that the Government should 


provide its own postal cars and con- 
tract with rail road companies to haul 
them at freight rates, or at a price not 
much above such rates. An investment 
of about $500,000 would be-sufflcient for 
postal cars on all the main rail roads of 
the country. The plan is further set 
forth in this paragraph: 


"I claim that a statute which pro- 


vides for paying to these rail roads 
which enjoy the best of the mail service 
the full value or nearly the full value 
every year of their cars, in addition 
to the cost of operating' tihem, while 
others 
in much greater number are 


compensated only by the weight scale 
of pay, is unfair-, as well as wrong to 
the people. What I complain, of in re- 
gard to this law of compensation is its 
gross inequality and Injustice. Would 
not the rail roads.be willing to run 
special cars at $50,000 a year a car, or at 
•HQ.OOO, or. at 520,000 a year? Of co-arse 
they would. They would be glaid to do 
it. If 
the United States would take 


into its own hands the ownership of its 
ears, the Government would be able to 
make arrangements with the rail roads 
on far better terms than those which 
govern now, and with better service 
in every way." 


"While a deficiency of eleven millions 


a year Is not a convincing reason for 
curtailing postal facilities, it is the best 
which is offered for the support of the 
Loud Bill. If such a ,reason had pre- 
vailed years ago, letter postage would 
not have been reduced to two cents. 
The Vilas plan would save more than 
ten millions annually without curtail-

Mrs. Jane L. Stanford conveyed to 


the Trustees of the University at Palo 
Alto yesterday, the former family resi- 
dence 
and grounds at the corner of 


California and Powell streets. She is 
to hoM possession as long as she lives. 
The value of the property would prob- 
ably be variously estimated at from 
half a million to a million dollars. The 
mansion was built by Senator Stanford 
more than twenty years ago, and was 
then considered one of the most spa- 
cious and costly private residences .in 
San Francisco. 


At a later date the Mark Hopkins 


mansion was erected on a block just 
beyond the Stanford mansion. It is a 
singular coincidence that both of these 
residences which crowned "Nob Hill" 
have now been dedicated to education- 
al purposes—each going to a great uni- 
versity. Premising that the art col- 
lection 
still remains in the Stanford 


residence, that also would go to the 
University at Palo Alto, and the man- 
sion might be occupied at some future 
day for an art school in connection 
with that institution as the Hopkins 
building is now occupied by BJI art 
school in connection with the Univer- 
sity at Berkeley. 


The fact that the property is finally 


to be set aside as an affiliated college 
of the Stanford University, strength- 
ens the probability that something like 
an industrial art department will final- 
ly be established there. Senator Stan- 
ford in his life time, must have ex- 
pende^d not less'than a hundred thou- 
sand 'dollars for works of art. He was 
a liberal patron of local artists, and 
bought for his collection many foreign 
pictures at large prices.

There are no bills 
to collect and no damage unless there 
has been a collision. 


A rail road two hundred and fifty 


miles long through a rich and .populous 
country that should come within ten, 
or twelve miles of a city of 60,000 in- 
habitants, and two other cities having 
more than 10,000 each, and stop at a 
point where there was no population, 
and only a bald point of land, would, be 
one of the curiosities of the times. We 
fancy that there would be some rail 
road coquetting with that city and an 
intimation, that the two hundred thou- 
sand dollars once subscribed,would still 
be a most acceptable contribution, aa'a 
consideration for a much nearer ap- 
proach.

Out in Federal Appropriations. 


The 
cut in Federal appropriations 


foreshadowed some 'time ago, is- now 
apparent In the bill which has Just been 
reported. The 
forty-public buildings, 


most of them for post offices, all go 
overboard. San Francisco gets $100,000 
on post office account, which will no 
more than meet the cost of the foun- 
dation for that building, Oakland gets 
nothing for a post office, although no 
special opposition was made to the bill. 
It simply shared the same fate of the 
others. 


But Oakland Harbor gets $400,000 for 


improvements 
under the continuous 


contract system. At any rate these are 
the figures reported in the Appropria- 
tion Bill. This amount will be expend- 
ed in completing the training wails and 
in deepening the channel of the harbor 
to twenty feet or more from the end of 
the training walls to near the head of 
the Estuary. The greater part of "this 
work 
will probably be accomplished 


during the present year. The continu- 
ous contract system saves thia harbor 
appropriation for Oakland.

The donor 
reserves the right to the premises for 
the remainder of her life. 


In her letter to the trustees, which 


accompanied 
the deed of grift, Mrs. 


Stanford makes some reference to the 
religion 
taught at the university 


which is of particular interest at this 
time when Professor Jordan and the 
evangelical ministry are controversial- 
ly before the public. 


Mia. Stanford's letter contains the 


following: 


"What I am now about to say I have 


frequently discussed with Dr. Jordan, 
but repeat it to you because I have 
been asked by several of the trustees to 
indicate to them some of my wishes 
which it may be desirable for them to 
carry out when they take upon them- 
selves the responsibilities. 


"A subject I feel most reverentially 


under obligation to touch upon, Is one 
of a religious nature. An impression 
exists in the minds of many whose 
commendation 
and 
strengthening 


prayers I need and seek, that the stud- 
ents of the university are not direct- 
Jy taug-ht to revcience God and his 
wonderful works. It was God's good- 
ness <to my husband and myself, as 
evidenced In the many blessings we re 
ceived from him, that inspired our 
hearts with gratitude and gave birth 
to this university. It seems to me 
therefore, most proper and necessary 


expounded. \f"was'sueh*! feeMnVtha' 
caused my husband to direct during 
his lifetime, that while no particular 
sect or creed should be allowed to in 
trade on the university, there should be 
taught therein 'the immortality of the 
soul, the existence of an all-w'se and 
benevolent Creator, and that obedience 
to his laws is the highest duty of man 
i will here quote his own written words 
to me on the subject:

Another well-known writer ha 
said, 'Religion, does not consist in. eon 
fesslon; it does not consist in repent 
ance. It consists only In the purit 
of the heart and in the life of the In 
dividual."

Yes, providing you elect the 
Councilrnen who are pledged to move 
on. Eight Councilrnen can do more for 
the city of Oakland, than the Governor 
of the State could. Now we have got 
to put the men in first and give them 
to understand that they must go for- 
ward with the city. They must let no 
railroad go by us by any means. We 
need every advantage which modern 
cities have, together with our natural 
advantages. 
"Whether or not we are handicapped 
by our debt for the next two years, is 
a question which has frequently been 
aslted me. In answer I want to say 
that the debt of our city is merely a 
nominal one compared 
with 
other 


cities. Tou have only voted since 1SS2, 
$400,000 for school purposes. This with 
the other $200.000 personally contracted, 
makes a total of $600,000, with a city 
of 65.000 inhabitants. This is less than 
$10 per capita and that is considered 
marvellovis. 
San Francisco is losing 


prestige. It has- the name in the East 
of sitting on the western shore to take 
toll from all the people 
who 
pass 
through it. It has not moved on as it 
should. Look at the city of Paris withi 
a $370,000,000 debt. Then I think their 
per capita'expense is something- like 
$36. Our per capita is less than $10, be- 
cause our yearly expenses are of the 
same amount as our debt, viz, $600,000. 
"But I have been asked, how are we 
paying off this debt? Under the law, 
one-twentieth of the bonded' indebted- 
ness is taken up every year. So long 
as I have been in the Auditor's office 
that amount has been taken out for a 
separate fund and our debt, is .being 
reduced. It will continue this wav un- 
til it is gradually paid up. Now seven- 
teen cents of the tax you are compell- 
ed to pay on each J100 worth of prop- 
erty is for the bonds and the interest. 
In my opinion, it is not a good plan to 
bond a city. It may be. true that Paris 
and other great cities have been bond- 
er for millions of dollars, out all the 
improvements they have made could 
have been done by a proper tax. Wher- 
ever you make improvements by bond- 
Ing, 
in the long run it is a dear, in- 


vestment. 
"I think it would be an excellent plan 


for the Army and Navy League to or- 
ganize a fife and drum corps and go to 
the meetings in each of the wards. 
Most of you here -tonight know just 
how you are going-to vote, but you 
ought to help convince others. 
We 
want to elect the Republican ticket 
this time-from top to bottom."

W. D. Heitmann, one of the nominees 


for Councilman-at-Large next spoke. 


"I stand before you," he said, -"as 


a candidate for the position I now hold 
in the-City Council. To most of you 
I am well acquainted. I desire to say 
as far as public Improvements in the 
city are concerned, that I have voted 
and 'have been In favor of making im- 
provements right along. I am in favor 
ot having Oaklanders do the work al- 
so. .vWe have 'many men put.,of em- 
ployment, and'do not need, to go outside 
for help, i-I:'remember, once seeing an 
advertisement for a. wagon for San 
Francisco which stipulated that the 
work, must be; done at home, I .do not 
remember ever seeing such a clause in 
in an Oakland contract • "We,can make 
just as good machinery, tools and wag- 


:ons here as any where in the United. 
States. 
. . . 
"I have voted lor the improvement of 
East Twelfth street, 'lor -the repair of 
the Eighth-street bridge 'and I believe 
if the money Us well'spent it will-give 
aa opportunity for home labor. I vot- 
ed for the -West Oakland marsh im- 
provement for that will benefit 
the 
whole city. I am in favor of competing 
railroads coming In. We have a mile i 
and a. half of water'front for any of 
them to use. The cry has been going 
the rounds that the water front sites 
should be pushed forws.rd to the end. 
This is needless talk for we have paid 
moneyfo our attorneys to do just this 
thing Ad they will rush It forward to 
a speedy termination. 
"On all of these matters I stand firm- 
ly and squarely." 


ARTHUR WILSON". 


City Engineer Arthur Wilson spoke 


as follows: 


"I am glad to be with you tonight to 


express my views on Oakland 
ana 


Oakland's needs. Mr. Heitmann just 
spoke in favor of Oakland patronizing 
home industry. A few minutes before 
he made that -remark he whispered to 
me: 'Why have you not advertised for 
that steam roller. Wilson?' The Board 
of Public Works has not done so. And 
why? It has been flooded with circu- 
lars from the Bast and a representa- 
tive of the Oakland Iron Works called 
upon me and said the flrm would like 
to have time to prepare plans. Today, 
after careful study of their plans. 
I 


found that they can do the -work here. 
When we advertise now for bids ive 
can set the Oakland people in. I hope 
they may get it. Of the J4.000 which 
this roller will cost a small part of it 
will go for raw material and the rest 
will go for Oakland labor. 


"We -will have this campaign on hand 


for about three and one-halt, weeks 
more, and then I have a proposition to 
bring before the people for a change 
of the charter. It seems to me that the 
charter should be so changed that all 
public work done by the city of Oak- 
land and by day labor. We have an 
example of this now. The City Coun- 
cil has appropriated $9,100 for the re- 
pair of the Eight-street bridge. Ac- 
cording to the charter, San Francisco 
contractors can come in and bid. Un- 
fortunately the Board of Public Works 
must award the wo^k to the lowest 
bidder. A San Francisco flrm may capt- 
ure the prize and bring in a San Fran- 
cisco crew to do the work. 
| 
"I think if the Army and Navy Leas-; 
tie should; after the campaign, stand; 
together as one man in this matter It i 
could succeed in having these altera- 
tions made. We wp.nt to do some ed-l 
ucational work this time and secure 
votes from those who are not entirely 
in sympathy with the Republican doc- 
trine, for when we get one vote from 
the other tellow at means . two votes 
for us." 
DR. F. S. BODLE. 


Dr. F. S. Bodle, candidate for Coun- 


cilman from the Second Ward was the 
last speaker. 


"I have only to say," began Dr. Bofi- 
le, "that if I am elected to the Coun- 
cil I shall endea.vor to do the city's 
business in the same way that I have 
always done my own, and I believe 
that if the affairs 
of the 
city were 
managed as they ought to be managed 
every inhabitant of this city would al- 
ways have a good beef steak for din- 
ner."I am primarily an economist, but I 
do not - believe in letting the school 
house, the streets and the sewers go 
without repair. It seems to me that we 
ought to eeonomixe by cutting the sal- 
avies at the top and not at the bot- 
tom, and even if we cut off a few heads 
it won't hurt much." 
The meeting concluded with three 


cheers for the Republican municipal 
ticket, the candidates and the Army, 
and Navy League.
